Editor Gazette:—The members and

ASYLUM BILLS 

are still coming in. Coffin’s bill pro- 

viding for the keeping of insane , in 

the State by contract was printed and 
distributed this morning. [t provides 
for the Commissioners to receive seal- 

ed proposals from Citizens or resi- 
dents of the State, for thecare of the 
in-ane, said persons furnishing a bond 
of $10,000 for the faitbful compliance 

with the provisions of the act. The 
party is required to furnish buildings, 
nurses, attendants, clothing, hedding, 
and other necessary supplies. After 
tlie contract is closed and the party 
ready to take charge of the patients, 
he is required to give an additional 
bond, not yet named. Powning’s bill 
asks for $100,000 appropriation, pro- 
vides for the building, gives plans and 
specifications and authorizes the Com- 
missioaers to contract for the keeping 
of the insane for such time as the 
building is being constructed. Meder's 
bill provides for the erection of an in- 
sane asylum at Reno, the building to 
be wood aud constructed so as to ad- 
mit of additions if required, asks for 
$75,000 appropriation, provides the 
manner of constructing and empowers 
the Board of Commissioners, King 
gave notice this morning that he would 
at an early day, introduce a bill pro- 
viding for the erection of an insane 
asylum at Dayton, Lyon county.

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THE BODIE LYNCHINC. 


Particulars of the Hanging of DaReoche 
by a Vigilance Committee, 


The Bodie Free Press of Jan. 18 cou- 
tains a long account’ of the lyuching 
of Da Roche, from which the following 
particulars are taken. (DaRoche 
murdered the husband of a woman he 
had seduced) “After the adjournment 
of the Court and DaRoche was taken 
back to his narrow cell, a mysterious 
committee was organized, the like of 
which has existed in many towns on 
this coast since 40, and whose work 
has been quick and thordugh. This 
committee held a long session, and 
its conclusion resulted in the lynching 
of DaRoche. Between 1:30 and 2 
o'clock Monday morning a long file of 
masked and unmasked men were seen 
to file out of a side street into Bonanza 
avenue. There must have been two 
hundred of them and as the march 
progressed to the jail the column in- 
creased. In front were the shotguns 
carried by determined men. They 
were backed by a company which 
evidently meant business, and no ordi- 
nary force could foil them in their 
progress. When the jail was reached 
it was surrounded and the leader made 
a loud knock at the door. All was 
dark and quiet within. The call had 
the effect of producisg a dim light in 
the office, and amid loud calls of 
“‘DaRoche,” “Bring him out,” “Open 
the door,” etc., Jailer Kingen ap- 
peared, and responded by saying: “Al! 
right, boys; wait a moment; give me 
a little time.” Io a moment the out- 
side door was opened slowly and four 
or five men entered. Under instruc- 
tions the door of the cel! in which the 
condemned prisoner. lay was swung 
open. The poor wretch koew what 
this untimely visit meant, aod pre- 
pared for the trying ordeal and his 
humiliating death. It was some mo- 
ments before he was brought out, and 
the crowd began to grow impatient. 
With a firm step he descended the 
steps and came out on the street in a 
hurried manner, closely guarded by 
shotguns and revolvers. The order 
to fall in was given, and all pe.ssons 
not members of the committee were 
requested to stand back. The march 
was rapid. Not a word was said by 
the condemned man, and his gaze was 
fixed on the ground. When Weber's 
blacksmith shop was reached a bait 
was made. I. front of this place was 
a buge gallows frame, used for raising 
up wagons, etc., while being repaired. 
“Move it to the spot where the mur- 
der was committed,” was the order, 
and immediately it was picked up by 
a dozen men and carried to the corner 
of Main and Lowe streets. 


THE EXECUTION. 


When the cormer was reached the 
heavy gallows was placed upon the 
ground, and the prisoner led under it. 
On each end of the frame were wind- 


lasses and large ropes attached. The 
rope placed around the prisoner's 
neck was a small one, and when the 
knot was made it rested against the 
left ear. It was at least three minutes 
before everything was ready. DaRoche 
was asked by the leader if he bad 
anything to say. He replied: “No; 
nothing.“ In a moment he was again 
same question, a French- 
speaking citizen being ueated to 
receive answer.
